The Bureau of Railroad Economics believes that the elim- 


ination of grade crossings would accomplish greater results 
than would the inauguration of automatic train stops on all 
railroads. The bureau points out that the nurnber of persons !ter who is 'emplo''ed in Boston, she 
.whose lives are lost in grade crossing accidents in the past five JLTS S^^^^JS, 
years is eighteen times as great as the number which lost their 
lives in wrecks. It is held that the expenditure of a sum as great 
as that needed to install controls would be better spent in 
eliminating death traps.

need of automatic stopping devices. The Interstate Commerce 
commission found that the greater number of wrecks could 
have been everted had automatic stops .been in use. That grade
